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Over-Population.
Fyom the N. Y, Tribune.

From time to time timorons philosophera
have been alarmed st the prospect of over-
population, and some persons, who perhaps
are more wicked than timorous, have expressed
& conviolion that o good can arise from any
efforts of theira in taiu direction, at least, to
the end that their posterity shall bave the
ability to make further addition to the census,
What we have been told by the philosophars
is this:—Bhould gociety be o improved as to
give to every human being advantages for
oompléte mental culture and physical training,
and at the same time so reorganize industry
that a few hours' labor each day will give
ample gupplies of food, the grand result wounld
be, first, such a nniversal sense of justics that
war would cease, and such a kunowledge of
digeases that common ailments, and of
course pestilence, would be unknown; and
gecond, that the honman race woald douhl_u
itgelf every twenty-five years, In twenty-five
years more it would double again, sud thus

rocesding, g0 many people would exist in a
}’uw oenturies that the tropics, the deserts, and
motntain places would be thickly inbabited.
To make further provision it will then be ne-
cessary tolevel mounntaing, to fill in the oceans;
but even this will be only a temporary
remedy, for in twenty-five years more Lhis
new ground will be covered over, and the end
will come with terrific stroggles for life.
Therefore we are told that it iz necassary to
keep the human race in check by a suffsrance
of war, pestilence, intemperance, and other
galutary miseries. To the philanthropist and
reformer this seems a discouraging prospect,
for it is manifest that the hour of trinmph will
be the hour of defeat.

And yet, go far from considerations of this
kind being of an alarming character, they are
of the least pogrgible consequenca. IHow long
maun {a to live on this plunet is unknown; bat
go far a8 the generations now living are con-
verned, the race ends when they have passed
away, a8 muoh ad it ends with the last man
in gome far distant period, while the heavena
blaze with the final conflagration. To regulate
our condauot by a view of what may ba the
necessities of coming generations, is to ne-
glaot the duties of to-day, to suppress generons
emotions, aud to make ourselves nufitted not
only for a future existence, but also for this.
A man's daty lies in plauting somas small seed
of goodness in his breast, and in its culture
and care that it may grow and give him
vitality and endoring life, and io the end
neutralize and congner whatever within him
is wioked and perverse. In commencing this
courge, which has no other difficuity than in
its seeming insignificancs, u way is prepared
for a praotice of all the virtnes and charities,
not so muoch abroad as at home, not 80 much
in a confident as in &4 humble spirit. BSuch a
gondition in the individnal will precede, and
it wili be the groundwork of psriectibility in
pociety. When the individual shall have
reached this high standard, the gquestion with
reference to posterity will not be multitude,
but goodness; and it may be stated to be a
patural law, that whatever is most precious
uanuot be abundant.

The Tenure-of-Office Law.
From the N. Y. Herald

Geperal Batler, the man rejected by the ex-
treme radicale of the Finh Covgressional dis-
triot of Massachusetts, but reilected for all
that by an overwhelning majority, achieved
on Monday, backed by the potential Wash-
burne, a very important victory in the llnse
of Representatives in behalf of a new de-
partare of the Hagnbtionu party under Gene-
ral Grant, Ilis bill for the repeal of the
Tenure-of-Office law, under the whip and spur
of the previens question, was brought to the
decisive vote and passed—yeas 121, nays 47.

The saffirmative vote, as it will be seen, iu-
oluded all the Democrate; the negative vote is
all Republican, and embraces such radical
extremiste as Bchenck, Bhellabarger, aund
Uarfield, of Ohio; Jenckes, of the Cirfl Service
bill; Maynard and Stokes, of Tennessee, and
othera to the number of forty-seven. Wash-
burne, the right hand man of General Grant,
of course took an sctive hand for the repeal,
and his influence, no doubt, greatly strength-
ened Batler, inssmuch as it is generally nn-
derstood that in reference to the President
eleot Washbarne speaks and acts as one hav-
ing euthority. The passage of the rapesl by
the heavy voten given idicates the beginning of
& decline in the power of radicalism and the
umndmnd' of more moderate and concilistory
coungels Congress than those which have
ruled the two houses in their long and despe-
rate confliot with President Johnson,

It is possible that the radicals in the Sanate,
where they have no previons question, will
endeavor to prevent the passage of this bill by
zullmenu.ry evasions and delays; but the

ds of the repeal, we unnderatand, intend to
push it throngh. The action of the Hoass, at
all ovents, marks the commencement of a new
dispensation. It fareshadows not only the re-
peal of the Tenure-of-Olfive law, but the fail-
ure of Mr. Jenckea' Civil Service bill and of
the little bill of Mr, Edmunds in the Benale,
exoluding from civil offices officers of the army
and pavy. This Edmunds bill, it is conjec-
tured, is aimed especislly against General
Bohofield and Admiral Porter as prospective
members of Grant's Cabinet, the d<sign being
to head off Grant in reference to these appre-
hended sppointments, but from the develop-
melnta of Monday we suspeot the scheme will
fail,

Had the vote of the House on Monday been
taken without & call to the record, it is proba-
ble that Butler's bill would have failed; but the
record, in bringing the members face to fave
with General Grant, cut down the Tenure of
Oftice law party to forty-seven. These forty-
peven, with their adberents in the BSenate,
headed by Bumner, may yet create gome trou-
ble in the party camp befors the final vietory
is won; but from the nnexpeocted suocess of
the first move of Butler on his new track, we
may look for a removal before the 4in of
Maroh of all the shackles which have besu put
upon the hands of the Pregident, so that with
the insoguration of President Grant the office
wlllli'ht;u Ilultored l'u iltl. statas nuder Lincoln,

ouse o spreaentatives recognized
the President slect wpl livivg power if] the
land, entitled to this degres of respeot and
oonfidence; the new Prusident will bs invastad
with his eonstitations) functions, aud thus, in
the absence of & two-thirds radical wajority
in the House, Le will be in & position st oave
to proclaim his own polioy, forelgn and do-
mestlo, with the power to canse it to La pe.
ltﬂ!‘h& whatever may become of the fuvpg.
ubls radioals of Copgress aud thelr followers.

ln the meantime war in the East must be
avoided, beosuse it would Inevitably create
ocomplioations the issue of which no ons can
foresen. It will be well if the Conferenca shall
tench Gireece to strive to improve her fnternal
sfiairs, and o to strive that she shall command
tLe respectof the nations. This point cartaiuly
ghe bas not yet reachisd. It will also bs well
it the Italisn Government shall yield hersel
more completaly np to the influsnoa of modarn
civilization. What Turkey peedd is s liitle
more of the ateam engine, of the electric tele-

raph, of the prluting;rmss. Lot Tarkey only
go this, aud religious differences will be less a
digturbing element than they have been. The
Eastern question f8 virtnally ssttled for the
sresent, apd it may well be doubted whethar
L will ever be revived in the same shape again.
Upless the Turkish Government is onrefal,the
real danger of the fature will be less in the
interference of Greeca or in the intrigues of
Russia than in the riaint’nl the Greek pro-
vipess of the empire. When _'l‘urka__v bagins
to fall of her own weight, it will mot be pos-
sible for any conference 10 save her,

The New York Scnatorship.

Iu the Hall of the Delavan Hounge at Albany
an ivcident worth telling occurred the night
of Mr. Greeley’'s arrival on hiza mission to
persuads the Republicans of the Leglslatnre
to pitch Morgan overboard, rejeot Fenton,
and elect Marshall O. Roberts United States
Senator.

The dust of travel was frosh upon the
white coat of & newly-arrived traveller, whose
pame need pot be here disclosed, when &
friend, one of the ubligaitous corresp ondents
of the press, espied him, aud pressing on
throvugh the throvg, slapped the white-coat
upon his shonlder, and hailed him with joyful
salutations. The foremost topio in the minds
of both was firat npon their tongues.

“Well, old man, I snppose you cawme up
abont the Sennorshi??"

“Yeg, that’s what's the matter."

‘‘Bat they say you are for Roberts, nol
Greeley, thia time."

“That's true.”

“Is it possible ! Humph | Well, old fellow !
how much mouey have you gol ! Let's kuow
the size of your pile."”

We might bstray political secrets, going
further in this dialogue. But the venality of
the Legislature itself, which it takes for
granted, is a circnmstauce worth plain ana
hopest people's attention. Nobody dreams
that the Republican caucus nominstion of
Senator will not go to him who pays the most
for it. Even the very goslings of the Capitol
koow that open secret, and take it for grauted
without mention, as they take for granted
that days and pights will alternate for the
week to come, and that pext Tuesday the
Capitol will be (uite upparged by the fires
of Bodom or any sort of politioal earthqnake.

Even the Zimes, which, as a Republican
journal, may be thought to have a special in-
terest in ouncesaling this fact by those psraons
who imagine that a jonrnal can truly serve
its party otherwise than Ly truth and honesty,
even the Times says it 18 “‘quite generslly
conceded on all hauds that money will decids
the contest."’

This corrnption, &1l but universal in the
office-holders and politicians of the Repnbli-
can party, attested as it iz much more than
abuudantly by every sort of conclugive evi-
dence, would be more than detestabls, it
would bé heart-sickening, bat for the demo-
cratic faith we have in the honesty of the
masses of both parties, and the firm ¢onviction
we cberish that the four years’ carnival of
thieves to which the country consented last
November will maks an honest government
certain thereafter. The Demooratic party,
already purged of its venal membsirs by a
long exclusion from power, must needs be-
come &till more critical and exacting in its da-
mand for high capacity in its leaders and in-
tegrity in its chosen public servants. The
passport to public favor will be honesty, but
not honesty merely; it will be also that nar-
rowing down of the range of government func-
tions, and that cutting off of extravagant ex-
penditnres, aud that practice and Rabit of
weonomy, withont which honesty in the punb-
lie gervice cannot be maintained, This edu-
cating process to which the people have
invited themselves will have some sharp
lesgons. The only thiog now is to learn them
well, gince they are to be flogged and burned
into us for four years to come,

This leads us to say that if there are, by
God's merey, 50 many a8 sixteen honest Re-
publicans in the Albany Legislature, who, for
the sake of defeating Morgan or Fenton, will
join the Demoorats in voting for gome other
Republican, let the Democrats of the Lagisla-
tnre absolutely insist that the candidate of
guch & coalition be a perfeotly honest and in-
corruptible man—not any Marshall 0.
lobertses, but some man whose integrity is
conspicunous and indisputable, like Governor
Iish or George H. Andrews, William C.
Bryant or Benator Folger—no matter who, so
as that he canmot possibly be touched,
texapted, or handled by the rivgs,

General Grant and the System of Ap-
pointments to Office,
From the N. Y. Times,

A correspondent of the Nation, who bsliaves
in Mr. Jenckes’ Civil Servics bil, and regrats
that it i8 not likely to become a law soon
enough to be of service to Lenersl Grant in
makivg his appointments to office, makes this
suggestion:—

“Uannot General Grant selecl slx or o dozen
compelent and honest men, who, Roling as o
commities, would, apder gartsin slmpls but
tixed rules, take up all applications for offes in
rolation as they come to haud, nnd sodeal with
themn that Geperal Grant would be able to send
up Lo the Senote no name cfa certaloly corrupt
or glaringly lhuncompotent mar? It does not
seem much to ask; and if only the 851X or twelve
committeemen could be oblnined eguul to Lhe
emergeney, It would nol be s very <Liffleult
thinu to do,"

Difficult or not, we fancy this ia just about
what General Grant will atlempt to do, thgh
Le will not probably pant his action in just
tbat form. As described by the writer this
plan would be an innovation, while, in point
of fact, it is merely what is already provided
by the Constitution, and is ssvctioned by the
usage of the Goveroment in its batter days,

The Constitution, which makes the Presi
dent 1the chief Exeontive of the nation, gives
bim power to appoiuot a head of each of the
departments into which the Lxecative admin-
igiration of the Goverpment may be divided;
aud thoes lLeads, noting together, each io his
appropriste sphere, coustitute just about such
& “‘committee of six or a dozen men’’ a3 the
corregpondent referred to has in view, Wa
are inolined to think that General Grant will
Lavd over tothat “Commities’’ (more com-
mouly ealled a Cabiost) the daty and the
respousibility of “takivg up applications for
offive a8 they come to hand,” and of makiog
frowm them guch selsetions as they may advise
| the President to appoint. And we ars fn-
| olined to thiuk, further, that General Grant
will presoribe for thess committes-men *‘ver-
tain elmple bot fixed rules’’ of action—such
a8 will most nearly meot the difficulties of the
orre—such a8, for example: —

1. No man must be seleoted who la mot
thoronghly and reliably Lopest,

2 No man must be selected who is not
thoronghly compatent.

8. No man must be selected who fa not, in
principle and in babitoal action, thoroughly
faithfnl te the Constitution.

Under the goldavea of thesa ‘‘simpls, ba!
fixed rales,” if faithfnlly adbared to in their
gpirit as well as letter, the commities will have
little dificulty in making it reasonably cer
tain that “no pame of a certainly vorrapt or
glaripgly Incomp-tent m " will be gsul up
1o 1he Benate.  The head of sach departmsant
will probably bs charged with the spesial daty
of pelecting the en to b appointed for ser-
vice in bis own departwent; aud will probably
e made to understand —as gnch things are
noderstood only in wilitary oiroles, or by wman
aconstomed to & miliiary # g me—that hala to
te beld regpongible for the men appointed Lo
cffiva jn his department, responsibla fer their
integrity a8 well as their oapacity—for what
they do, and for what they fail to do, in the
line of ibeir legltimate daty.

The thing of first importancs in this matter
is, of couree, the seleotion of thess committes.
men—or, in more fnmiliar phrase, the sel-otion
of a Cabipet, The whols conntry nnderataods
perfectly that npon this depends the sucowss
or ihe failnre of General Grant's administra-
tion; and the country awaits with intense bat
patient anxiety, tempered only by ita conil-
dence in his good judgment and upright pur-
pose, Geperal Grant’s aunouncemsit of the
gelections he may make,

But there is another polut of very great im-
portance behind this, but following wery
clogely upon it,  Who sball advise the heads
of departments, in their selection? No man
can know sll the applicants, bs he Beoratary
or President; and no man can, therefore, from
his own knowledge and of his own motion,
gelect from them the men best fitted in all
things for office. Whoever makea the selse-
tions must depend npon somebody for advies,
or at least for information, at onca full,
reliable, and disintereatad, which may gnide
him in comiog to a decisiom. To whom shall
Le look for such information ?

Of late years, members of Congress belong-
Ing to the dominant party have clajmed the
right, not only to advise the Executive in re-
gurd to appointments in their respsctive dis-
tricts, but absolutely to dictate thoss appoint-
mentd to him. The word i3 not too strong.
In form they atk certain appoiatwents at his
hands; if he wakes them, all s gerene and
they are his “frisnde.! Dot if he refuses to
make them, they array themsslves against
bhim, and denonnee Liw as false to hig frisnds
and 8 traiter to his party. Very much of the
hosgtility of iodividual members of Congress
against Mr, Juhpzon was dus to his refosal to
wake appointments to oflice in obedience to
their dictation, It i3 Leld that the Predidsnt
hag no busisess to go behind the indorsement
and recommendation of a member of Copgresa
for appointments in big di-triot, The patron-
age of the diseriot is olaimed ag, of vight, the
property of the mewmbasr. State dslegations
combine and agres to support in a body the
¢laim of éach member to the selection of office-
holders in kis own distriot, ‘The Republican
members from New York have held mestiogs,
aud formally voted that they wonld insist that
the I'resident shounld appoint to office in aach
Congressional district of New York the offisers
whom the member from that distriot might
gelect. The same thiog has besn dope in
other States, and is the general practice with
members {rom thew all.

The plea urged is that the member from any
district is naturally presumed to kuow more
about the politival interests of his own dis-
trict, avd of the character, political and per-
gopal, of the applicants for office within it,
than the President poesibly can; and that he
is therefore the proper person to designate
the appointments for it. The members, it is
trne, ask these appointments; they do not, in
form, dictate them, but in point of faet, that
is precisely what they try to do. Aud if their
requests sre not complied with, they feel at
perfect hiberty to make opsm war, personal
and political, apon the Exweoutive who dares
to refuse. General Datler, in his recent can-
vass for reileotion, openly declared that if
General Grapt did not give bim his rightfal
share of the offices in his distriet (which
usually means all of them), he would give
him enongh to do to take care of himself dar-
ing the rest of his term. This was meant as
a menace, and is incapable of any other con-
struotion, And while all the members of
Couvgrees are not 50 open and frank in their
avowals as is General Buatler, they all hold, as
tenaciougly as he does, that the right of selaot-
inf the office-holdere,each for his own diatriot,
belongs to them, and that no President who
is true to his party and Lis friends will refuse
it to them. None but & “traitor’” wonld
dream of such & thing.

Precisely the esame feeling pervades the
Senate., Senatora assert the same right and
enforce it in the same way. They “‘claim"’
osrtain appointments a8 theirs by right; if the
claim is conceded, very well. If not, they are
at war with the Executive. We venture to
#ay that more votes were controlled for conviot-
iong Mr. Johnson, when impeached, by his re-
fusal of patronsge when demanded by indivi-
dual Sevators, than were gained for acquitting
Lim by the concession of such claims, or by
more open bribery.

There are at least two gerious objections to
this practice and to the theory on which it
Yepte:—

1. It is in violation of the spirit and intent
a8 well as the langunags and letter of the Con-
stitution, which gives to the President the
gelection of officers of the Government, subject
ouly to the “‘advice and oconsent' of the
Fenate. It makes members of the Honge the
real snd actnal appointiug power, when in n»
gepse have they rightlully anything whatever
to do with it.

2. Even as advisers Congressmen are mnot
{ dhsinterested.  The yeonsult their own politioal
interests or thelr own personal feslings. And
fome of them actoally wake a pecanlary
profit from the offices which they can control.
Even the best of them use the Exeountive

patronage, 8o far us they oan coutrol it, to pay
their political debte, or to geonrs their fature
political advancement, They pay for what
| their prreova! supporters have already dons
| for them, or they buy support for themeelves
[ In the futnre. lo this way the patronage of
the Government s used to destroy all inde-
pendence of jndgment and of action withia
their own party, in it selection of candidates.
There are very many men now in Congress
who wounld not b there it their constitnents
had been freeto follow their preforegces. Their
judgments wers  overborne by inflaences
created by the uss of the Exeontive patrousge
wielded by the wemwlbeor alicady in place.

1he whole system is false in theory, vicions
and demoralizing in practios, and fatal to the
independence and iotegrity of ths (Govern-
ment. It onght to ba brokey up. Members
of Congress should ba free, and shonld be in-
vited, to give information coucsrning oandi-
dites for office within their districts, apd that
information should weigh muoh or little, so-
cording to its jotrinsio value, Jaots—not
advice, nor wishes personal or politival—are
what the Executive needs at the Lands of
members of Cougress; and are what ghonld in
eviry case be required sud nsed by him, as
the bagls and gulds of his own independeut
apd untrammelled judgment. This is the
true theory, and has been the practios of ad-
winistration in the better days of tha Govern-
ment. We hope General Grant will try to

return to it. Whether he cau do 50 or not is

a matter of doubt, and depends on his ability
to oontend suooeesfully sgainst the wvarious
jufluences and combioations that are inte-
regted inm maintaining the existing state of
things, and whioch most assuredly will not

surrender it without a bitter and a desperate

struggle.
